ſtony-hearted Hearers follow and flock | 


after the Preachers of the Goſpel, 2yho 
bear the Word with Foy, believe for a 
time, Luk. 8. 13. But when the time of 
the Tryal of their Faith comes, by ſut- 
terings and perſecutions, then they fall 
away, Matth. 13.20,21. And you 
have the Reaſon of their falling away 
expreſſed by both the Evangeliits, They 
had no Root mm themſelves; that is to 
ſay, They had not Chriſt in their 
Souls to be the Root of their Faith, Col.

Some poor Souls may haply object, 


or rather query, Is there not a ſound 


-work of Conver{zon, where there hath 


not been fo great a work of Conviction 
and Humil:ation, nor fo great horrours, 
fears, terrours, and ſoclear and diſtin 
a work of the Spirit's Reproof of Sin, 
Righteouſneſs and Judgment, as. God 
works upon ſome Sinners ? I anſwer ; 
Though this be God's workmanſhip 
upon ſome; yea many, if not upon 
moſt notorious ſinful {nners, yet we 
may not limit the Holy" One of Iſrael; 
God is a free Agent: And becauſe I 
would not break the bruiſed Reed, nor 
quench the ſmoaking Flax, I know and 
acknowledge, That ſome finful ſinners 
have lefler terrours, fewer temptations, 
fears and horrours than others have ; and 
ſome are longer under the work of 
Conviction and Bondage than others 
are, though they have been as great 
and notorious {inners, as they that were 
more and\ longer exerciſed with fears 
and terrours. Yea and I know both 
by Experience and by Scripture, that 


ſome linners, who have had Religious 


| Education under godly Parents or Go- 


4 Vernours, 
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vernours ; and have lived ( from theis 
youth up) under a godly Soul-ſaving 
Miniſtry, and have thereby been re- 
ſtrained (by the Common Grace of God) 
from all groſs fins, that have not expes 
rienced the ſaid terrours and tempta- 
tions ; nor have they had ſuch horrours 


of Conſcience, and fears of Hell. Yet 


this I know, that they have been tho- | 


rowly convinced of their ſinful natural 
ſtate, and of their loſt and undone con- 


dition, being (and ſeeing themſelves to 


be) without Chriſt, and without Grace; 
and they have been thorowly convinced 
that their own Righteouſneſles are fil 


thy Raggs, and that they muſt have |

The Lord Jeſus Chrilt 
Celigated this his Eccleſiaſtical Governy 
ment of the Church unto his holy A- 
poſtles, Prophets, Evangelilts, Paſtors 
and Teachers, called Biſhops, Presby- 
ters or Elders, who where allowed of 
God tg be put m Truſt with the Goſpel, 
I Theſ. 2.4. And the Apoltlesgand E- 
vangeliſts did comm:t the lame unto 
Faithful men, 2 7:9.2. 1%. whom they 
Ocdained Biſhops, Presbyters or ders 
in the Churches of Saints, Titzrs 1. 547+

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AR. 14. 23. which Goſpel-Govern- 
ment (as we ſaid before) is not a Coer- 
cive-Power over Mens Conſciences ;
